Irrigation In Alberta 


Farmers Determined to Secure Sur- 
veys Without Delay 


Macleod, Alberta.—A_ project to 
secure itrigation for the’ district ly- 
ing between the 4¥Vatettown and 
Belly rivers, with its iouthern extte- 
inity 12 miles due west, of Cardston, 
is under consideration. The proposal 
is to take the water from Belly river 
to the southwest tip ofhe Blood Re- 
serve, and by carrying it north parts 
of four townships ‘can “be watered, 
some 30,000 acres in all, it is thought. 
No surveys have yet been made. 
When farmers interested held a con- 
ference with Commissioner Peters of 
the irrigation. branch, they were told 
he had no appropriation for the work. 
They inquired as to the cost, and it is 
possible that if the government docs 
not take up this work the farmers 
themselves will engage an engineer to 
make the necessary surveys. Not 6n- 
ly are the farmers determined to se- 
cure surveys without delay, but they 
have signed the necessary petitions 
for the formation of the district into 
an irrigation district under the A\l- 
berta Irrigation District . Act, and 
these petitions have been laid before 
the government. If the surveys are 
completed this year, the district may 
next spring be in a position to: pro- 
ceed with the awarding of the con- 
tracts for the ditches. Much of the 
land to be served by this new project 
is owned by the Mormon church,

Bem |seat of Common Sactilice Now Set 


If Germany Had 
Won The War 


Would Have Demandéd That Her 
Military Rule on Continent Be 
Established Permanently 


London,—During tha war the ques- 
tion was sometimes heard among the 
allies: What will Germany's terms be 
in case she wins the war? The ques- 
tion has been more or less answered 
by unofficial statements of prominent 
Germans themselves, and by their lit- 
erature before and after hostilities; 
but, aecording to a writer in The 
Times, of London, it remained / for 
Matthias Erzberger, Vice-Premier of 
Germany, to put thém into concrete 
form. While the conditions which he 
formulated date back to the beginning 
of the war, they are none the less in- 
dicative of the German national am- 
bitions in this important matter. 

Says the writer in The Times: 

“Mr. Lyle, M.P., mentioned in the 
House of Commons the desirability to 
find out and publish what peace terms 
the Germans would have imposed had 
they woh the war. Ample enough for 
that purpose are the numerous quo- 
tations of what was demanded by 
various leading German spokesmen 
and newspapers, which the Swiss So- 
cialist, S.-Grumbach, collected in his 
large book, “Das Annexionistische 
Deutschland.” But a still more useful 
document appears to have just come 
to ‘light, namely, a memorandum 
which Herr Erzberger, the crafty 
German politician and ambitious 
member of the present Imperial Ger 
man government, sent_in September, 
1914, to a number of German states- 
men and military leaders for their 
approval, The memoradum was pub- 
lished in the Kreuz Zeitung of June

the Amsterdam Telegraaf of June 6. 
I summarize from the latter ‘the fol- 
lowing: . 

“Herr. Erzberger, assuming, of 
course, that Germany was bound to 
win the war, began by saying that it 
was their ‘pressing duty to use the 
results of victory in such a manner 
that Germany's military. rule on the 
continent was established for alf 
times.’ Therefore her military author- 
ity. had not only to be established 
over Belgium, but also over the whole 
channel coast of France, from Dun- 
kerque to Calais and Boulogne. It was 
also ‘necessary’ for Germany to pos- 
sess the British Channél islands op- 
posite Cherbourg. Erzberger called it 
‘the justified claim of German indus- 
try to obtain control over the whole 
mining area of French Lorraine.’ He 
wanted annexation-at the expense of 
Russia, which he would ‘shut off from 
the Baltic and the Black Sea.’ The 
Russian Baltic provinces could ‘partly 
be annexed to Prussia,’ or become 
‘independent (sic states under © su- 
preme military rule of Germany.’ In 
Africa, Germany would establish a 
German Central Africa, for which she 
had to get Belgian and French Congo, 
British Nigeria, Dahomey, and the 
French west coast of Africa. In this 
connection, ‘Herr Erzberger made a 
remark that deserves particular at- 
tention in regard to the cry that Ger- 
inany must have colonies as an outlet 
for her large population. ‘We do not,’ 
he wrote, ‘require ,colonies for. set- 
tlers, especially because after the war 
here will be less emigration than in 
lre last years before the war, when 
more fareigners immigrated than Ger- 
mans emigrated.’ 

“If the territorial claims made by 
Erzberger were greedy ¢nough, what 
is to be said of the financial demands 
in his memorandum? He laid it down 
that the monetary bearing powers of 
the various allied countries: ‘could not 
be decisive for the largeness of the 
war indemnity’ Germany should claim 
from them; apart from ‘a large am 
ount to be paid immediately, annual 
payments could be fixed.’ And to de- 
termine the compensation of Germ- 
any’s war cost, Herr Erzberger sug- 
gested that the following “ points 
should be taken into consideration: 

“1, Complete restitution of Ger- 
many’s direct war costs, for which he 
found 10,000,000,000 marks (nominally 
$2,500,000,000) rather a too low than a 
too high estimate. (This was written 
after the first month of the War, when 
Germany's war cost was not anything 
like ‘that sum.) 

“2, Complete compensation for war 
damages, as in East Prussia,

“In short, apart from placing the 
continent of Europe firmly under the 
German military heel, His Excellency 
Here Erzberger would have annexed 
right and left and made the allied na- 
tions pay not only Germany's actual 
and entire war costs, but also her pre- 
war national debt, the maintenance of 
military and political leaders, and the 
costs of her social reforms. Cetn- 
pared with that all the peace terms of 
the allied and associated governments 
for Germany are a mere bagatelle.”

The 
whole business of Veneztiela is com- 
pletely in the hands of Germans.

, The Zuyder Za 


Fertile Lands Would Be Added ta 
Territories, of Dutch 


‘The Hague, Holland.—Now _ that 
the work of damning the Zuyder Zee 
has been commenced, it is well to re- 
call the fact that several plans have 
been submitted to the Dutch govern- 
ment to reclaim this arm of the sea, 
or rather the former mainland which 
centuries ago was obliterated by the 
inundating océan. They may be said 
to divide. themselves into two 
schemes, one based upon a partial ‘and 
the other upon an entire drainage of 
the Zuyder-Zee, 


According to the former plan, a dam 
would be thrown across the opening 
of the Zuyder Zee from Wieringen to 
Piaam, so as to drain four huge areas 
or polders with a view to their even- 
tual cultivation and habitation. A 
large fresh-water lake ‘would be left 
inside the embankment, to serve as 
storage waters for the abundant sup- 
plies poured into it by the Yssel and 
other rivers. Fertile lands would be 
added to the territories of the Dutch 
at a roughly estimated cost of ae 
200,000,000 guilders. The work woul 
take over 30 years to complete, but 
the first portion of the newly recoy- 
ered land, it is estimated, would be 
ready for cultivation in 4 years,

THE TAX RECOVERY 
ACT 


The various Municipal Acts in force in 
the Province provide for forfetiture pro- 
ceedings being taken against land on 


which taxus are inearrears. By these 


proceedings the title to the land is forfeit- 
ed to the Municipality, subject to redemp- 
tion within a year, and if the land is not 
redeemed then it may be sold by the 


Municipility. This method of Tax En- 


forcement has proved to be both expensive 
and tedious, as it requires the making 


out of a Tax Enforcement Return; 


notiees havye»to be sent by registered 
mail at least sixty days prior to date of 
the Court at which the Tax Enforcement 
Return is to be confirmed to ali parties 
having any iitterest_in the land and notice 
of Court has-to.be advertised in the local 
newspaper and in the Alberty Gazette, 
After the Tax “Enforcement Return has 
been confirmed additional Abstracts have 
to be obtained, two more sets of notices 
have to be issued and advertisements 
again inserted in the local newspaper 
and Alberta Gazecte, giving date of final 
forfeiture. If the land is finally sold, it 
is at least fourteen months from the date 
of commencement of forfeiture proceed- 
ings before the Municipality realizes all 
its taxes. and if, as frequently happens in 
Urban Municipalities, thé land cannot be 
sold at all, the Municipality does not re- 
ceive its itaxes, and in addition fis out a 
large amountspentin obtaining Abstracts, 
printing and mailing special notices, 
advertising date of Court, advertising 
date of final forfeiture and so on. 

Because these proceedings were so ex- 
pensive, burdensome and unsatisfactory, 
the Hon. -A. G. MacKauy,, Miftister of 
Municipal Affairs, at the last session of 
the Legislature, introduced legislation 
under the name of the ‘Tax Recovery Act,. 
which wili greatly simplify and reduce 
the expense of the Tax Enforcement 
proceedinys in future. 

Under the Tax Recovery Act, lands, 
on which taxes are in arrears on the first 
day of July of the year following that in 
which they are levied, are liable to he 
sold fortaxes and the Treasurer, Assessor 
or Collector, as the case may be, of each 
City, Town, Village or Municipal District 
shall, on or before the Fourteenth day of 
August in each year, submit to the Mayor 
or Reeve of the Municipality, a list of all 
lands that are liable to be sold for taxes. 
The Mayor or Reeve, on satisfying him- 
self that the list is correct, gives the 
proper official a warrant authorising him 
to advertise for sale all the lands included 
in such list. Such sale is required to be 
advertised once a week for two conseq- 
utive weeks in a newspaper or newspapers 
published in the Municipality, or if there 
is no newspapers published Therein, in a 
newspaper circulating in the Municipality. 
Such advertisement must be published 
not less than six weeks before the date 
of sale and is required to contain a list 
of the lands to be sold. In addition to 
the publication of the list as above men- 
tioned, there shall bé published once 
during each week after the period of two 
weeks above inentioned, but prior to date 
of sale, a notice of eweh sale and a state- 
ment as to where the list of lands may be 
seen, Notice of the gale is also required 
to be published in” two issues of the 
Alberta Gazetle, the last issne to appear 
not leas than two weeks before the date of 
sale, No lands, the title of whieh Ti vested 
in the Crown, can be included in such 
sale. 3 

Lands 80 offered forsale shall be sold 
to the highest bidder, and if they cannot 
he sold for the full amount of the arrears 
of taxes and costs, they may be sold for 
a leseer sum, subjedt however, to a mih- 


imum yalue that may be placed upon 
them by the Council of the Municipality. 
This minimum value shail not be advert- 
ised, but shall be treated by the Treasurer 
as the upset selling price, Any lands 
which are not sold at sucha sale shall be 
included in the list of lands offered for 
sale the following year. The purchaser 
at the Tax Sale will only be required to 
pay at date of sale, the amount due the 
Municipality for arrears of taxes and costs 
even if the land is sold for more than the 
arrears of taxes and costs, 


As soon as the sale is completed, a 
Return showing the lands sold will be 
sent to the Registrar of the Land Titles 
Office for the Registration District in 
which the land is situated, who shall 
register against such laid a Memorandum 
of Sale, so that any prospective purchaser 
or money lender may be protected. 

All lands sold at a tax sale are subject 
to redemption within a period of one year 
fro™ the date of sale. Where lands sold 
are not redeemed by the end of the year 
all parties shown by the record ofthe 
Land Titles Office to be interested in any 
way in the land, will forthwith be notified

of that fact by registered mail, and after | 


a period of sixty days-has elapsed from 
the expiration of the redemption period, 
a Return of the unredeemed lands will be 
submitted to a Judge of the District Court, 
who, on being satisfied that due notice 
has bee given and that all matters in 
connection with the proceedings are reg- 
ular, shall make such order as to transfer 
as he deems advisable and in accordance 
with this orded the Treasurer shall then 
issue transfer to any tax sale purchaser, 
on receiving from him payment of the 
balance outstanding, and such transfer 
shall entitle the purchaser to an indefeas- 
ible title, except as to claims of the Mun- 
icipality or the Crown. Any monies paid 
to the Municipality over and aboye the 
taxes due, shall be paid to the persons 
declared by an Order of the Judge of the 
District Court to be entitled thereto. 

By comparing the procedure under the 
Tax Recovery Act with the provisions in 
regard to Tax Enforcement that have 
hitherto been in force, it will be noted 
that under the Tax Recovery Act, 
it is only necessary for the Municipality 
to obtain Abstratts of Title and to send 
notice by registered mail, in connection 
with the lands which are sold and not 
redeemed, whereas under the forfeiture 
proceedings that have been in force under 
our Muuicipal Acts, it is necessary to 
ébtain Abstrdcts of Title of all lands in 
which taxes are in arrears, to send notice 
by registered mail to all parties shown to 
be interested, then during ‘the year 
allowed for redemption after the land has 
been forfeited, it is necessarp for another 
set of Abstracts to be secured and two 
more notices to be sent to each person 
shown to "be interested in the. land, and 
after all this trouble and expense the 
Municipality in many cases is unable to 
collect any taxes whatever, 

The Tax Recovery Act provides for the 
immediate sale of land for taxes, without 
waiting fora year as required; by the 
forfeiture proveedings. If the land can 
be sold at all, this brings in the taxes 
immediately. If it cannot be sold very 
little expense has been incurred, In 
addition to making provision whereby 
Municipalities may obtain their taxes 
more quickly, the Tax recovery Act pro- 
vides a simple method whereby action 
may be taken at an expense that will not 


be more than one-third of what it was | 


under the forfeiture proceedings set forth 
in different Municipal Acts, ‘ard if the 
land is worth the taxes the Wf ity 
gets results quickly, while if tig, will 
not sell, the Municipality he ‘been 
put to any great expense, # ;
